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Numerous  bibliographies  are  available 
to  assist  research  workers  in  the  field 
of  cooperatives.  However,  most  of  the 
bibliographic  references  are  to  published 
works.  Little,  if  any,  attention  has  been 
given  to  doctoral  dissertations  and 
masters'  theses  on  cooperatives.  Many 
of  these  remain  on  university  library 
shelves  in  manuscript  form. 

An  attempt  to  fill  in  this  gap  in  refer- 
ence materials  has  been  made  in  this 
report  through  a  search  of  the  lists  of 
dissertations  and  theses  accepted  by 
American  colleges  and  universities.  The 
sources  consulted  are  given  in  Appendix  A. 
While  this  bibliography  is  not  complete, 
a  large  majority  of  the  dissertations  and 
theses  on  all  types  and  aspects  of  coop- 
erative business  organizations  have  been 
recorded.  The  bibliography  was  started 
while  the  compiler  was  a  student  at  the 
Pennsylvania  State  University.  Farmer 
Cooperative  Service  arranged  to  have 
the  compiler  complete  this  report  in 
view  of  the  need  for  such  information  in 
research  and  educational  work  with 
farmer  cooperatives. 

The  earliest  record  of  a  doctoral 
dissertation  on  cooperatives  was  in  1916, 
when  Princeton  University  accepted 
"Cooperative  Marketing,  its  Advantages 
as  Exemplified  in  the  California  Fruit 
Growers  Exchange,"  by  W.W.  Cumberland. 
In  1913,  the  Pennsylvania  State  University, 
the  University  of  Florida,  and  Columbia 


University  each  accepted  the  first 
masters'  theses  on  cooperatives. 

During  the  44-year  period  from  1913 
through  1957  a  total  of  446  dissertations 
and  theses  on  cooperatives  were  accepted: 
128  for  the  doctoral  degree  and  318  for 
the  masters'  degree.  With  the  exception 
of  the  period  following  World  War  II,  the 
number  of  dissertations  and  theses 
accepted  has  grown  almost  constantly 
(Appendix  B).  A  total  of  72  colleges  and 
universities  have  accepted  one  or  more 
graduate  works  on  cooperatives,  with 
nearly  half  the  total  being  accepted  by 
Cornell  University,  Columbia  University, 
Ohio  State  University,  University  of 
Minnesota,  University  of  California, 
Oklahoma  State  University,  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  and  University  of 
Wisconsin  (Appendix  C). 

A  subject-matter  index  forms  the 
final  part  of  this  report.  Of  practical 
necessity  this  index  is  based  only  on  the 
titles  of  the  dissertations  and  theses 
listed  in  the  bibliography.  Despite  this 
limitation,  the  subject-matter  index 
should  increase  the  usefulness  of  the 
bibliography. 

The  index  is  divided  into  six  parts: 

Part  A  indexes  the  dissertations  and 
theses  on  the  basis  of  the  type  of  cooper- 
ative studied.  The  major  classifications, 
Agricultural  Cooperatives  and  Consumer 
Cooperatives,  are  sub-classified  on  the 
basis  of  commodities  handled  or  services 
performed.  The  heading,  Agricultural 
Cooperatives  and/or  Consumer  Coopera- 
tives, refers  to  those  dissertations  and 
theses  dealing  with  both  types  of  cooper- 
atives,   to   those   not   specifying   clearly 


which  type  or  types  is  included  in  the 
study,  and  to  cooperation  as  an  economic 
or  social  concept. 

Part  B  indexes  the  dissertations  and 
theses  on  the  basis  of  the  aspects 
studied.1  Internal  Aspects  refers  to 
studies  of  cooperatives  as  a  form  of 
economic  organization.  It  includes  studies 
of  the  economic  and  social  relationships 
involved  in  the  internal  organization  and 
operation  of  cooperative  associations. 
External  Aspects  refers  to  studies  made 
of  cooperatives  in  relation  to  the  various 
economic  and  social  environments  in 
which  they  operate.  The  classification 
Internal  and/or  External  Aspects  includes 
studies  dealing  with  both  internal  and 
external  aspects,  as  well  as  those  studies 
whose  titles  do  not  reveal  the  aspect  or 
aspects  studied.  These  studies  are  sub- 
classified  into  survey  type  studies  and 
case  studies. 

Part  C  of  the  index  lists  the  disserta- 
tions and  theses  accepted  by  individual 
colleges  and  universities. 

Part  D  indexes  references  in  titles  to 
geographic  areas. 

Part  E  indexes  references  to  names 
of  individual  cooperatives. 

Part  F  concludes  the  index  with  refer- 
ences to  government  agencies,  farm 
organizations,  ethnic  groups,  and  other 
subjects. 


The  classification  used  here  is  a  modification  of 
research  areas  delineated  in  "Research  in  Agri- 
cultural Cooperation  -  Problem  Areas  -  Preliminary," 
Misc.  Report  176,  July  1953,  Farmer  Cooperative 
Service,  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agric. ,  in  cooperation 
with  American  Institute  of  Cooperation. 


A  final  note  on  procedures  for  bor- 
rowing copies  of  the  dissertations  and 
theses:  No  copies  of  any  of  the  disserta- 
tions or  theses  are  available  from  the 
Farmer  Cooperative  Service  or  from  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
normal  procedure  in  borrowing  a  disserta- 
tion or  thesis  from  an  out-of-town  library 
is  through  the  Inter-Library  Loan  Service, 
which  is  available  through  most  public, 
university  or  special  libraries.  First- 
class  postage  or  express  charges  must 
usually  be  paid  by  the  borrower.  Non- 
academic  personnel  may  apply  to  their 
nearest  library  for  such  service.  Some- 
times theses  are  available  on  microfilm, 
the  charges  depending  on  the  size  of  the 
thesis.  One  source  of  microfilmed 
dissertations  is  University  Microfilms, 
Ann  Arbor,  Mich.  In  those  instances 
where  dissertations  or  theses  have  been 
published,  copies  that  are  still  in  print 
can  probably  most  easily  be  obtained  by 
writing  directly  to  the  university  involved. 
Out  of  print  copies  should  be  available  in 
many  libraries. 

To  avoid  some  confusion  that  may 
arise  in  referring  to  specific  institutions 
listed  in  the  bibliography,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  in  recent  years  a  num- 
ber of  institutions  have  changed  their 
names.  For  example,  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 
College  is  now  called  Oklahoma  State 
University,  and  Pennsylvania  State  College 
has  been  renamed  Pennsylvania  State 
University.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to 
use  the  current  name  of  the  institution  in 
this  bibliography  even  though  the  name 
may  have  been  different  when  the  thesis 
or  dissertation  was  accepted.
